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Valuable Sherthorns fer Nevada. 

We learn from the St. Paul 
Pioneer Press of a recent date, that 
at H. F. Brown’s Eighth Annual 
Sale of Shorthorn Cattle, which 


took place the previous day, there 
wasa large attendance and heavy 
bidding, and the sale was probably 
the most successful ever beld in 
that city or State. Thirty-three 
head were sold, averaging $417 per 
head, The highest-priced avimals 
were bought by W. J. Marsh, of 
Fort Churchill, Nevada, as follows: 
Wild Eyes Duchess 12th, $1,450; 
imported Duke of Waterloo, $1,500; 
Wild Eyes of Browndale 6th,$1,800.

The railroads are an interesting 
feature of the business prospects of 
Reno. There are here the termini 
of two roads, the completion of 
either one of which would make 
Reno a competitive point, as much 
so as San Francisco. The N. & C. 
road is progressing northward; tHe 
renewing of work on the C. & C. 
road is again agitated. The C. & C. 
extends southward from Mound 
House to Keeler, three hundred 
miles. From Keeler either to Mo- 
have on the Southern Pacific, or 
Waterman on the Atlantic Pacific, 
it is one bundred and ten miles, 
which would make the line of that 
roa I four hundred and ten miles. 
From Mound House to Reno it 
is is forty-one miles. The distance 
then from Mohave or Waterman to 
Reno is four hundred and fifty-two 
miles. Now the distance from Wa- 
terman to San Francisco is 
same, or four hundred and fifty 
miles. Hence, as we have said, in 
the point of distance, Reno would 
be as well located as a competitive 
point as the metropolis of the Coast. 
This would make a new avenue for 
an exchange of products between 
Southern California and Nevada. 
It would place Reno in direct con- 
nection with Los Angeles, River- 
side, San Diego and all of that 
southern country, which is every- 
where regarded as the garden of 
America. There would be a market 
for our horses, cattle, hay and pota- 
toes. In return we would receive 
at San Francisco prices Southern 
California’s fraits and other pro- 
ducts. The opening of this addi- 
tional market also might induce 
capitalists to make use of our supe- 
rior water power by erecting a pork 
packing establishment, a cannery 
to preserve beef and otber meats, 
manufactories for making cheaply 
candles from our great supply ef 
tallow, buckets from our sawdust, 
fruit and other boxes from our 
wood, and all kinds of clothing 
from our wool. In fact, there is no 


limit te the kinds and number of} P 


manufactories that might be started 
if we are brought within easy ac- 
cess of the populous sections of 
Southern, as well as Northern, Cali- 
fornia. Now, will the C. & C. road 
be extended? Secretary D. A. 
Bender strongly advocates its ex- 
tension. Superintendent H. N.

A Destructive Conflagration in 
Williamsburg.

Another Destructive Blaze. 
New York, May 11. 
The immense sugar refinery of the 
Havemyer Sugar Refining Company, 
in Williamsburg, near Green Point, 
burned at 8 o’clock this morning. The 
fire extended to the Devoe Oil Works, 


and destroyed everything, and next to 
the stable ofthe Union Cross Town 
Railroad Company, which was burned. 
Reeves & erkins’ lumber yard 
burned next. The refinery walls fell 
in. It is not knowu whether any 
lives arelost. Ten men of the night 
force are missing. The fire extended 
along to Hunter’s Point bridge, which 
connected Green Point with Long Isl- 
and City, across Newton Creek. 
Shortly after 3 o’clock the entire re- 
serve force was called out. The build- 
ings of the Brooklyn Cooperage Com- 
— and Gleason’s Glass Works were 

urning,and Lock’s Iron Works were 
threatened. It is impossible to esti- 
mate the extent of the loss, but it will 
exceed $1,000,000. 

The latest reports from Green 
Point state that the fire was confined 
to the Havemyer sugar buildings. 
The loss will be about ,000; fully 
insured. All but two men have been 
accounted for. 

LATER—The Hayemyer Sugar Re- 
finery Company’s sugar houses, de- 
stroyed by fire early this morning, 
covered nearly half anacre. The con- 
tents, consisting of 25,000 barrels of 
refined sugar, 300,000 gallous of liquid 
and valuable machinery, are a total 
loss; valued at about $400,000; in- 
sured for half theamount. The total 
loss ou buildings is about $600,000. It 
1s believed no lives were lost.

Rincon mountains. Johnson was only 


half an hour behind the redskins, with 
fair prospects of coming up with them 


if they kept their course, but the In- 
dians, with their usual sagacity, 
changed their course soon after dark 
and headed right across for the Cata- 
lina Mountains, throwing the soldiers 
off the track. At daylight this morn- 
ing Johnson took up the trail, and this 
afternoon another fresh trail, which 
would indicate that there were about 
thirteen Indians in the party, was die- 
covered going across (he railroad track, 
five miles west of Benson, and point- 
ing toward Rincon mountains. This 
corroborates the statement that there 
are about thirty Apaches on the war- 
path, as eighteen were seen near Pau- 
tano yesterday. 

Nothing has been heard from John- 
son to-day. When closely pursued 
these Indians will travel seventy miles 
per day, and they know every trail 
and spring in the country, so it can be 
seen how difficult itis for troops un- 
accustomed with the country to pur- 
sue them successfully. Great curios- 
ity exists to know who is the leader of 
the renegades. They appear to bave a 
perfect knowledge of the country, and 
are supposed to be some of Crook’s 
scouts.

Importan Communication 
From ex-Regeut Shaw. 

Editor Gazette:—Uniess the Re- 
gents of tue State University avail 
themselves of the opportunity to 
buy ten additional acres for the 
University grounds, the State of 
Nevada will be the sufferer, Their 
predecessors saw the disadvantage 
of having a tract of only teu acres 
in aren, and when they purcuased 
the present site they caured Mr, 
Evans, the former owner, to enter 
into a bond to sell the state ten ad- 
ditional acres. The time of the 
bond expires on June 11. I am not 
aware that the present ex-officio 
Kegeuts bave deemed the matter 
of sufficient importance to stimu- 
late them to actin. When Hon. 
John Dormer was here a fuw weeks 
ago 1 called his atten. ion to the 
subject.

To make the point clearer, I ask 
you to publish the fotlowing extract 
from the last biennial report of the 
Board of Regents: 


PURCHASE OF SITE. 


After several days’ examination o! 
the various sites offered, the Board 
accepted the offer of Newton J. Evans 
for the sale of ten acres of an elevated 
and commanding tract, contiguous to 
his farm, and north of and immediate- 
ly adjacent to the town of Rens. The 
contract price was $125 ao acre, in- 
cluding the right of way to conduct 
wa er from the Orr ditch to irrigate 
the grounds and supply the Institu- 
tion with water for drinking and 
other purposes. The deed froin N. J. 
Evans and wife, dated June 11, 1885, 
will be found on file in the office of 
the Secretary of State. It was also 
stipulated that Mr. Evans should sel! 
to the State ten additional acres of the 
tract, and the Board authorized its 
President, Hon, J. H. Rand, to takea 
bond from that gentleman in the sum 
of $2,500 for the purchase of ten acres 
contiguous to the University tract, at 
a cost not exceeding $150 an acre, con- 
ditional upon delivery of deed within 
two years from June 11, 1885, and sub- 
ject to the approval of the Legislature 
of Nevada. [Page 5.) 

THE UNIVERSITY TRACT. 

A bill is pending in Congress to es- 
tablish agricultural experimental sta- 
tions at each of the State Universities’ 
endowed by the Axricultural College 
grant. It provides for an appropria- 
tion of $15,000 annvally for each col- 
lege, to be expended under the direc- 
tion of the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, who is to appoint one Instructor 
of Agriculture ate ch of said colleges, 
the Nevada State University being 
among the number. In this relation 
we recommend that the ten additional 
acres, which the Regents have boud- 
ed, be purchased from Mr. N. J.

67; total number of children re- 
ported as attending public school, 
510; total number of children re- 
1 as attending private school, 
8; number of children between 6 
and 18 years of age not attending 
any school, 160; number of children 
between Sand 14 years of age at- 
tending public school, 347; Humber 
of chilcren between 8 and 14 years 
of uge attending private school, 18; 
number of children between 8 and 
14 years of age pot attending any 
achool, 34; number of White child- 
ren under 21 years of age, 923; num- 
ver of negro children under 21 years 
of age, 7; number of Mougolian 
children under 21 years of age, 7; 
number of children under 21 years 
of age boru in Nevada, 608; number 
of children under 21 years of age 
born in other States or Terri'ories, 
287; numberof children under 21 
years of age born in foreign couvn- 
tries, 47; total number of children 
under 21 years of age, 937. 

The report shows ap increase of 
children between 7 and 18 years of 
age of 17l over that of a year ago. 
This will probab'y necessitate the 
employment of two extra teachers 
the coming year, and an enlarge- 
meot of one of the school houses, 
especially ifthe number continues 
to increase, which is said to be at 
present the case.
